AUTO MISHAPS 
INJURE ELEVEN. 


Speeder is Badly Injured. 
Several Children are Victims 
in Days Accidents. 


One Driver Dodges « Vehicle 
and Hits a Tree. 


Eleven persons were injured if 
automobile and motorcycle accidents 
in Los Angeles and Vicinity yesterday.

The industrial, financial, commercia) and 
scientific energies of the nation, long de 
voted to the arts of peace, had to de _reor- 
ganized, co-ordinated and diverted to the 
purpose of supplying arms, munitions sup 
plies and equipment for the colossal mill- 
tary and naval) forces cal.ed into being by 
the crisis. 

Because as a nation we have always 
loved peace and detested war we had no ade 
quate military establishment. Our regular 
army numbered scarcely 200,000 trained 
men. The National Guard was neither 
trained nor equipped to meet modern mili- 
tary conditions. The navy, while ranking 
third among the great powers of the world, 


In spite of these handicaps, in less than 
seven months, the regular army has been 
practically doubled in sumbers, its 


Lieut.Gen. Pershing, either 
trenches or just back of the firing 
pleting their training. The selective 
law has been passed and put into operation, 
so that nearly 700,000 men are today in the 
sixteen National Army training camps. 

In addition to the accomplishment of this 
Herculean task, sixteen cantonments and as 


food and clothing for this vast army have 
been provided and our men in the camps. 
both at home and abroad, are admitted by 
all who are competent to judge, to be the 
best fed, the best clothed, the best housed 
and the best equipped generally of any of 
the great armies now engaged in the world 
conflict. 

Our navy has been increased fully five 
fold. Old Gghting ships have been over. 
hauled and equipped with the very latest in 
war's mechanical appliances. Destroyers, 
cruisers and at least two battleships gf the 
super-dreadnaught type have been launched 
and several more are on the ways well along 
toward completion. Hundreds of lighter 
craft have been outfitted as submarine 
chasers, and destroyers are being launched 
almost every week. Each day marks the 
addition of new merchant marine tonnage 
from shipyards that have sprung into being 
as by magic all over the country and ere an- 
other seven months have passed the Amer- 
ican flag will again hold a position on the 
seven seas that will be second only to that 
held by Great Britain. 

Machinery has been perfected for the 
raising of an additional 4,000,000 men; and 
so completely have our industrial, agricul- 
tural and transportation systems responded 
to the nation’s needs that when this im- 
mense army is called to the colors every de 
tall of the arrangements for handling, feed- 
ing and equipping them will have been per- 
fected and the men will be trained, outfitted 
and transported overseas with the same 
smoothness efficiency and dispatch that hag 
marked the handling of the first mammoth 
unit raised. 

The new National Army, composed as it is 
of officers and men who five months ago 
were engaged in peaceful pursuits, is today 
well advanced, in training. Thousands of 
clear-eyed young men have gone to the of- 
ficers’ training camps and by dint of the 
hardest work and the closest application 
have grounded themselves in the funda- 
mentals essential to commanding men. 

The spirit of this army is one of which 
the nation may well be proud. When the 
call came to register, 10,000,000 men walked 
to the registration booths and signed their 
names as ready to answer their country's 
call and to defend their stainless fag with 
their lives. When they were called for ex- 
amination and certified for service they 
closed up their business affairs, said good-by 
to their friends and went to camp with a 
smile on their faces and a song on their lips. 

Furthermore the nation has raised by 
means of Liberty Bonds, short-time treasury 
certificates and tax levies approximately 
$15,000 090,000. Every issue of the govern- 
ment has been oversubscribed within the 
time Umm set by the treasury officials and 
these bonds and short-time notes have been 
4‘stributed among approximately 16.000 000 
citizens of the United States. This vast 
fnencing .programme has been carried 
through withovt as much as a ripple of dis- 
turbance on the nation’s financial sea and 
eo far as can be judged the nation’s finan- 
cel resources have scarcely heen scratched, 
to sev nothing of being strained by this 
stupendous craft. 

The accomplishment is one that stands 
without a parallel in the history of this or 


any other nation. There has been a marked 


absence of serious bivnders and absolutely 
no graft cf any deecription. The work has 
been carried out with the cooperation of 
the best brains that the country affords. 
Leaders in all the financial, industrial, com- 
mercial, agricultural and scientific lines 
have beén called to the nation’s service and 
they have aiven of their time, energy and 
splendid genius freely and without thought 
The railroads have been 
co-ordinated in such a way that they are 
responsive to the eovernment's nee’s for the 
transnortation of troops and supplies. The 
steamehip comrenites have likewtse deen 
called upon end all available tonnage bas 
heen commandeered for the carrying of the 
men overseas. The great industria! plants 
haye been organized on a war basis and 
every whee! that turns today in this coun- 
try is turning at the behest of the nation. 
The government is entitled to the hichest 
commendation for these splendid achieve 
ments. Department heads have worked with 
patriotic zeal and have not been slow to take 
advantage of the splendid assistance ren- 
dered by leaders of industry, finance and 
commerce. This spirit has fostered and en- 
couraged nation-wide co-operation and the 
results have been such as to amply justify 
the claim that a free people, thoroughly 
aroused, can embark on high emprise with 
a degree of eMciency that makes the pon- 


loodthirsty 
autocrat look less formidable than it did a 
few months ago. 


REP STEADY. 

In the hands of the strong and un- 
scrupulous, to raise bogeys and specters 
and evi! spirits, rumor is a very effective 
wand, In nine cases out of ten Rumor is a 
liar—and not a very plausible one at that. 
She doesn't have to be. So long as the story 
is fantastic and spectacular, the more pre 
posterous its make-up, the wider the cirew- 
lation it seems to enjoy. Of course common 
sense discounts such credulity. At the same 
time those who have studied mob psychol- 
ogy appreciate the insidious power of those 
two little news-foxes, “They say” and “It is 
reported.” 

Naturally in periods of genera) excitement 
or uncertainty, especially during the alarms 
of war, the black bats of rumor emerge io 
denser swarms from their caves. For then 
the public imagination, on the qui vive for 
something fresh and startling, eager for the 
dramatic and the unexpected, more readily 
swallows the big-whale finale and the cock- 
and-bull fabrication. Nor is it likely that the 
ingenious Teutonic brain, that incubated 
poison germs for the Rumanians and in- 
augurated the use of deadly gases in war- 
fare, will neglect the opportunity for harm 
afforded by the scattering of lying rumors 
and panicky suggestions. 

In fact we know the United States has not 
been spared this feature of the horrors of 
war. Submarine myths, airship myths, 
treason myths, have been turned loose on 
the American people in countless sumbers. 
Being sensational, these stories have at- 
tracted too many listeners and have been 
too generally discussed, even by those who 
ridiculed their pretensions. For the spread- 
ing of these false rumors the Amertran 
press generally has not been responbibdie. 
Recause a newspaper article can be traced 
to its source. whereas the very essence of 
a rumor is that no one can ever lay a finger 
on the spot from whence it originated. 

And how prodigious, how beyond all rea- 
son have been many of the panicky stories 
dished up for American consumption! 
Super-submarines of incredible powers and 
dimensions have been sighted off Chesa 
peake Bay and have menaced New York 
Harbor. The modern periscope yarn has en- 
tirely supplanted the ancient sea-serpent 
fable. The man ip the street has been so 
fed up on the prowess of the Teuton pirate 
that when a dying whale was struggling in 
the breakers at Santa Monica the other day, 
there were rational onlookers ready to be- 
Heve it was a wrecked U-boat, one of the 
long heralded units of the Kaiser's Pacific 
fleet. 

In New York and Washington clubs arm- 
chair warriors have already figured up the 
destructive powers of imaginary Zeppelins, 
being hurried to completion in the work- 
shops of Bremen, destined to rain bombs on 
Roston and Baltimore and the metropolis 
iteelf. in the face of this menace rumor 
“wonders what our oWn government is going 
to do.” Added to these was the dark hint 
of treason in hieh places This. you may 
be sure, cried the panic-monger, must in- 
evitably follow when there ts so much hid 
den disloyalty beneath the patriotic surface 
Why, the tale that a Secretary at Washing. 
ton was about to be indicted for hich treason 


was not too absurd to be passed from mouth 


to mouth! 

More ridiculous stin was the rumor that 
our army officers Were terribly disheartened 
when the first American casualty lists were 
published. Though obviously of enemy 
origin some citizens were found ready to 
regard the yarn as not beyond the range of 
possibility. Then the gloomy forecast of 
want and starvation, even in the confines of 
bounteous California, ts a borey that stil! 
rears ite foolish head. Gross exagcerations 
continue to be efreulated about the country’s 


| superstitious fears or groundless miagiv- 


war expenditures in spite of the specific de 
nia! of Secretary McAdoo. 

England during the first year of the war 
suffered from the rumor fever in a yet more 
virulent form, perhaps, because he: people 
were not so well fortified as our own to get 
rid of the plague. The story of the “terror,” 
a fantastic diabolism supposed to have in- 
fected the dumb animals and to have been 
the cause of numerous unrecorded deaths, 
was quite generally believed in the coun- 
try districts. Of course, sald the wise ones. 
the detalls were suppressed by the official 
censor. 

The Americans are not a people given to 


ings. Hut our nation, too is being tried by 
the sinister regime of manufactured misfor 
tunes and pessimistic prophecies. Papics 
may be started and the best of causes be 
wrecked it the steady confidence of the 
people is undermined by the rumor-mongers. 

Never bas any other nation had so much 
reason to be thankful that, before the su- 
preme test came, it had established itself 
firmly on the twig supports of courageous 
faith and deep-seated religion. The black 
bats of Rumor, whether they are bred in the 
caves of ignorance or the charnel house of 
malice, will shrink back blinded and con- 
fused before the electric are of faith. 

Those grand old Puritan warriors, the 
Ironsides of Oliver Cromwell, forebears of 
the pilgrim fathers who planted the tree of 
religious liberty on the sol] of America, 
sometimes met reverses but never knew de- 
feat. As fighting men they were not bril- 
Nant or spectacular or glittering like the ro- 
mantic knights of the Middle Ages. But 
they were the STEADIEST soldiers that 
ever marched to victory. And their spirit 
lives in America today. 

Against our nation ts arrayed a. host of 
foes, real and imaginary. Never forget that 
the imaginary perils are a worse menace 
than actual dangers. They must be fought 
down and vanquished with the bright sword 
of faith. 

Keep steady, there, brave soldier facing 
the ingenious diabolisms of the Hun from 
land and sea and esky! Keep steady. there, 
loval citizen, cheerfully enduring harsh and 
strange conditions at home. Keep steady, 
there. true mother and wife and sweetheart. 
patiently bearing your heavy share of the 
burden! Keep steady, there, ministers and 
teachers of religion, strengthening the 
hearts and souls of your people from 10,000 
Christian pulpits. Americans, one and all, 
keep steady! 


UNIONITE HOLD-UPS. 

Shipbuilding operations have during the 
past three months been subject to constant 
hold-ups. As soon as one difference is ad- 
justed another breaks out; and as in the 
coal-mining industry, concessions of ad- 
vanced wages do not solve the diffcu'ty. 
Nothing has yet been devised to keep the 
men steadily at work They claim the richt 
to loaf as well as to work. and they threaten 
to etrike en masse if anybody ts discharced 
merely because he refuses to work steadily 
six days a week. 

Nobody will deny the right of any man 
or of any number of men in unison to quit 
work—in other words to strike—for any 
reason, or for no reason. In norma) times. 
Rut this ls not a normal time. Men em- 
ployed in any of the creat industries who 
etrike today are literally alding the enemy. 
They are traſtors to the cause of the coun- 
trv. They are holding up supp'tes neces 
sary. not only for the work of our men on 
the Furopean front, but for their actual 
subsietence. Our soldiers cannot do their 
work unless they have supplies of food and 
ammunition: they cannot be sure of food 
and ammunition unless there are shins to 
carry them. When men tn this country in- 
sist upon the right to balk and delay the 
building of ships or the manufacture or 
transportation of war supplies they strike a 
blow at the American army in France They 
not only stand tn the way of American vie- 


tory. but they Impert? the very lives of our | 
eoldiers.—(The Argonaut. 


The widespread anaemia in Amer- 
lens intellectual life is nowhere bet- 
ter demonstrated than in our large 
body of pacifists. The disinclination 
to fight for an ideal is indicative— 
no matter how thickly swaddied in 
bumanitarian platitudes—of a funda- 
menta! lack of vitality. When a man 
is unwilling to fight, and fight bit- 
terly and even fanatically, for a be 
lief or an aspiration, decadence bas 
set in; his idealism is vitiated. or 
at least dominated by inertia. No 
progress—national or intellectual 
has ever been made without the sac 
rifices of conflict; and those nations 
or individuals who at all times stand 
ready to accept the sacrifices of 
struggle are the ones who push for- 
ward the boundaries of human prog 
ress All forward movement is 
wrought in suffering; all dévelop 
ment grows out of friction. 

The tremendous deadweight of 
custom, of satisfaction. of accepted 
formulas, of the old and the estab- 
lished, must be moved and over 
thrown before a forward step can be 
made; and this overthrow the 
past reouires energy and courage of 
a high order: it requires conflict and 
the spirit of war. 


paciism among certain 
bodies of individuals, have a direct 
bearing on many regrettable condl- 
tions in our intellectual and creative 
life. We lack a certain national 
pride in our own achievements in 
the arts; and there are numerous 
evidences that our intellectual pa- 
triotisem is wanting tn vigor and sin- 
cerity. We display on occasions a 
decided snobbishness in our respect 
for imported achievements. 

Among the younger men with new 
ideas there is absent that fighting 
spirit is necessary for the 
cessful birth of those ideas. We 
have no ‘magazines or periodicals 
Gevoted wholly to the free expres- 
sion of youth, as has every other 
civilized nation. Our original aw 
thors and artists have extreme dit. 
ficulty in getting an adequate hear- 


character- 
ized the young heretics of mod- 
ern France. There ts a scarcity of 

books by the more vital of the young 

men; there being no demand for 

them, the publishers reject them, 

Inertia and indifference greet the ex 

pression of new and experimental 

works by American writers. New 

movements in the artse—those breed - 

ing grounds for ideas—are unknown 

to us. 

There is too little faith in Amer- 
fean creative effort; and many of our 
talented young men, lacking encour- 
agement and inspiration, turn into 
imitators of their elders and adopt 
the accepted formulas. America its 
full of adolescent college professors, 
and one of our best-known weeklies 
is run by these senile youths. Among 
the other of our young men who 
have not succumbed to conventional 
dictates there is wanting cohesion: 
each man must struggle singly: for 
there is jealousy, and personalities 
are so strong that co-operation is 
made impossible. This is because 
there is no sympathy for the new, 
and each man is afraid of the ene- 
mies he might make by forming an 
intellectual alliance. The its” 
that In time he goes under. Alone, 
he bas not the strength to wage his 
intel'ectual fight: he cannot shoul 
der the consequences; and he be- 
comes a pacifist. .

All these things are due to the 
absence of a fichting spirit and of 
that strensth which can endure ad. 
versity. For years, among certain of 


our younger men, there has been a | 


strong tendency toward intellectual 
nonresistance, and, now that we are 
at war, that nonresistance has be- 
come crystallized. in fact, many of 
the very men from whom we should 
expect the most in the matter of 
intellectual accomplishments have 
become pacifists. And it ts this very 
attitude which das held back our 
esthetic development and keep us 
from attaining to a purely American 
art. 


In American life there are greater 
possibilities than im any other nation 
today: and there are men here with 
sufficient talent and vision to make 


those possibilities a livine reality. — 


And all that is needed is the spirit 
of battle and the national consctous- 
ness which follows in ite train. 
Therefore, it is discouraging that 
many of the younter men. who pos 
sess the potentialities for great 
things, should ally themselves with 
the pacifists. 

There are more wars of fichting 
for America than the actual bearing 
of arms. An artist in bis studio, a 
writer at his desk, or a composer 
at his instrument may struggle for 
a national ideal as valiantly. and 
often with as creat a personal sacri- 
fice. as a soldier in the trench. Put 
the spirit of war- the willineness to 
suffer for and defend an !deal—must 
de In them all And It te this enirit 
which counts—no matter what form 
of activity it takes in the high 
achievement of any nation.

The transportati n crisis towards 
which the United States is headed 
must be met with a broader system 
of centralized control rather than 
with its alternative covernment 
ownership, says B. C. Forbes in an 
article, “Where Are Railroads 
Headed?” which in the Oc 
tober 27th issue of bes Magazine. 

The remarkable results achieved 
by the Railroads’ War Board, he 
says, indeed, are being used and 
will be used by powerful political 
interests as convincing proof that 
government ownership is the solu 
tion of the whole transportation 
problem. The article enumerates 
the vast accomplishments in ship 
ping of and supplies from 
basic points to their destination 
with remarkable facility despite the 
abnormal conditions. Says Mr.

It shows what can be done without 
government

Let the government create the 
new position of Minister of Trans- 
portation, with very broad powers. 
Let the new Transportation Depart- 
ment either temporarily retain the 
present Railroad's War Board or 
form a somewhat similar body, not 
merely to perform the duties now 
being ably carried out by the War 
Board, but to deal with all classes 
and types of transportation through- 
out the country—steam railroad 
transportation, river and canal 
transportation, transportation by 
electric lines in urban districts, etc. 

Let the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission continue to pass upon ques 
tions of fact and upon most of the 
matters which sow come before it: 
but have natural transportation pol!- 
cles prescribed, not by this body, but 
by Congress through its Transporta- 
tion Department. 

Let all railroads doing an tnter- 
state business be obliged to take 
out Federal charters and cease to 
be the footba'! of forty-eight States. 

An aroused public opinion must 
make itself heard and felt. The In- 
ierstate Commerce Commission 
Should be left in ao doubt that the 
public realizes the vital necessity and 
urgency of averting a total collapse 
in railway credit and in rafiway 
facilities. Let there be no delay in 
advancing rates. 

The critical confition of the ran. 
roads in the United States has 
aroused much discussion on the 
possible results and the remedies 
for the wuneatisfactory condition. 
Uniess the government authorities 
act promptly, disaster, both financial 
and physical. is predicted by the 
highest officials of the American 
railways. 

In a symposium of oninion. cath 
ered by Forbes Magazine and pub- 
lished in the October 27th isaue. the 
consensus seems to be against gov- 
ernment loans to raliironds end for 
some ruling by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to  increare 
freight rates so that the railroads 
may profit sufficiently to permit 
them to install much-needed im- 
provements in eqninment.
